Old Scandal a Stalking Horse in French 
Chamber of Deputies. 

Paris, April ".—The Dreyfus affair 
was 'brought up in the Chamber of De- 
puties 'by M. Jaures, Socialist, during 
u discussion of the validation of the 
election of M. Syveton, Nationalist Re- 
publican. Jaures asserted that M, Syve- 
ton had attacked the Republican group 
on the ground that they were the agents 
of foreigners, but tho speaker proposed 
to show that the real friends of tho 
foreigners were those who during four 
years "established their case through a 
falsified signature of a foreign emperor." 
This alluded to the letter of the Ger- 
man Emperor, which is said to have 
been introduced into dome of the pri- 
vuto papers in the Dreyfus case. M. 
Jaures, continuing, made an extended 
review of the affair and severely criti- 
cized the methods which led up to the 
conviction of Dreyfus. 

SDNS A TIONAL CLIMAX. 
Tho remarks wrought tho Chamber up 
to a great pitch of excitement, but the 
climax came when, turning to a new 
branch of the subject, M. Jaures read 
a letter dated August 31, ISOci, written 
by General Pellieux to the Minister of 
War, asking to be placed on the retired 
list owing to the Dreyfus case. In this 
letter, as read by M. Jaures, General 
Pellieux said: "Can you any longer 
have confidence either in your subor- 
dinates or in chiefs who have made mo 
their dupe and made me work with 
forged documents?"

curried us on the rocks of Vancouver 
Island if the steamer had not come aud 
saved our lives, as well as our ship. 

As the Columbia lies at Lsiiuimalt in 
itihe offing beyond the moorings of the 
warships, she is a complete picture ot 
a wreck— a sad-looking derelict with 
Hurt two stiiini>s standing of the four 
iron masts, a top hamper, which had 
given her such a hue appearance before 
1hc storm. Her poop deck is slightly 
smashed in as a result of the falling 
of some of the wreckage, and some 
'wiookago is still shown littered about 
the decli. 

The Columbia, which is owned by I. 
•Tideman & Co., ot Bremen, wins libel- 
ed by Oajft. Aril'-l'ctterscn aud crow ol 
the Xorinan Isles, lor $75,1)00 salvage, 
on account of the rescue of the ship and 
the thirty men on board, for, as Capt. 
Sell wart ins says in his statement, giv- 
en in writing to the captain of the 
steamer; "The Columbia at the time 
she was taken in tow was about fifteen 
miles from the Vnni-ouver Island shore, 
tint! at the time was totally disable. I, 
Slaving been dismasted on Miareh 2i. 
previous, and had not -.ecu any ship 
which could assist sine that time: At 
the time there was blowing a fresh 
Ibreoze from the West- south west and 
heavy sea running." 

When Captains Schwaitiug anil Pet- 
terson landed after the steamer and her 
How had been anchored in Esquimau, in 
company with Mr. .I. II. Greer, acting 
for the steamer, they proceeded to tin' 
city, where Capt. .1.

The ship was arrested un- 
der a warrant issued by the Admiralty 
court yesterday afternoon by Marshal 
ISidtSall, of tiie Admiralty court, who 
proceeded to Usquilnult aud attached the 
writ to the stumps of tin.' masts left in 
the wreck. 

Thi! .Norman Isles will proceed on her 
voyage this morning, -she is a steamer 
Of * 2,101 tons aud is owned by \V. Wil- 
'Ihiruson, of Tousberg, the same firm 
owning the Tellus and Titanin, which 
arc so we!! known on this Coast. She 
is under lime charier to the Pacific Ex- 
port Co., of Portland, lor whom she is 
carrying a cargo of 1, 7SO,000 feet of 
lumber laden at Portland to Dinlny. A f- 
ter discharging she will load general 
Mirco i" Chma and Japan for New- 
York. The Columbia, which made such 
ti long passage from Philadelphia to 
Nagasaki witli case oil— being 227 days 
on that voyage— is under charter to 
load lumber at Chemainus.

tioualism — the people were told that 
after tUc redistribution the Islands 
would be outvoted by the Mainland, and 
they would do well to get all they could 
before the day of their distress. 

Next the member for Delta passed to 
tiie discovery of his bombshell. At the 
time of the passage of the bill to secure 
construct ion of the Columbia and West- 
ern Railway, he said, certain restrictions 
had been introduced to secure protection 
of thefceountry's interests, one of these 
being to the effect that the land subsidy 
could only be claimed as the several 
sections wi re i ipleted, the fifth allot- 
ment ..I' laud not being auardablc until 
construction of the road had been ad- 
vanced to Penticton. 

But the government had not in a 
single instance insisted upon the carry- 
nig out of those restrictive provisions in 
the Country's interest. The company 
had 'been required by the statute to put 
up securities under certain conditions, 
and to forfeit lands if it failed in the 
performance of portions of its contract. 
Instead of seeing that these provisions 
were complied with, the government had 
gone out of its way to give away 000,- 
000 acres of the public domain to which 
no shadow of right had ever existed, 
and to grant the power of selection in 
the whole of the Yale anil Kooteuny 
district, a privilege never contemplated 
by the people's representatives. Instead 
of acting as the guardians of the peo- 
ple's interests, the government ap- 
peared to have strained the statute to 
the breaking point by securing the pas- 
sage of an order-in-council, getting it 
signed by the Lieutenant-Governor, and 
afterwards disposing of it by having 
the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works write "cancelled" across its face. 

According to bis information, the 
grants had already been issued to the 
company, however, and he believed that 
it was the government's intention to 
force the debate on the speech through 
before the members could obtain in- 
formation to enable them to intelligent- 
ly discuss the policy and course of the 
government in tin's very important re- 
gard. His information was to the effect 
that these grants were duly issued, the 
Chief Commissioner afterwards writing 
'■cancelled" across their face. Last ses- 
sion the member for Rossland had ask- 
ed a question in regard to this transac- 
tion, and the answer returned by the 
Chief Commissioner he. (the member for 
Delta) was now convinced had been ab- 
solutely untrue. The charge he felt 
bound to prefer, was a most serious one 
—that a minister of the Crown had de- 
liberately misled both His Honor and 
the legislature so as to permit of the 
consummation of a gigantic fraud, for 
in the preamble of the bill to grant these 
lands to Mackenzie & Mann, they were 
described as released by the original 
grantees in order that they might be 
passed on to a company having no 
shadow of a claim to receive them. lie 
declared that there had never been a 
suggestion of surrender by the com- 
pany to whom they had been awarded 
by the legislature: indeed this company 
had manifested its intention to earn 
them as prescribed by seeking and ob- 
taining from the House an extension of 
lime. All this, he urged, but went to 
show that in order to despoil the coun- 
try, the ministry had deliberately de- 
ceived His Honor, whose advisers they 
are, thereby demonstrating unfitness as 
a government to be entrusted with the 
affairs of the province. It was no wnn- 
der when such things could be, that the 
honor of the legislature of British Co- 
lumbia was a by-word in the country— 
that people freely said the members 
could be bought anil sold. 

As to the foreshore matter, he had 
been informed only as late as Monday 
that leases had actually been granted 
in defiance of the pledge to the legisla- 
ture last session, and that one grantee 
bad received $o00 for a turn-over of 
his rights for the present summer. He 
was inclined to believe this to be true 
from the guarded reply of the Premier 
Monday, that no leases had been grant- 
ed at a certain particular date, evading 
the question :i< to whether any had 
since been given. 

In the matter of the Columbia and 
Western lands, he proposed to move for 
a commission of inquiry, and prompt 
remedial legislation to prevent the con- 
summation of the deal he had made ref- 
erence to. :is despite the cancellation, he 
believed the grantees could make their 
title good without a specific declaration 
on the subject by the legislature, and 
such a declaration was in order both 
lo prevent the lands in question falling 
into hands that were in no way entitled 

lo i eive them, and to preserve them 

for the benefit ot the country for all 
time to come. 

Mr. Oliver closed his address shortly 
before .". o'clock, and the vote was 
thereupon called, the address passing 
without suggestion of amendment or 
division. 

LEG I SI, ATI ON I NTRODT I C CI). 
Among th.- host of early bills, no few- 
er than nine were then presented for 
their introductory readings, and set 
without opposition for second reading at 
the next subsequent sitting of "the 
House. These included nil the govern- 
ment bills of which notice had been 
given at the first sitting of the House, 
together wilh Mr. Ha wthorntliwaite's 
'bill to amend the Coal Mines Regulation 
Act. and Mr. Neill's for the protection 
of the deer from indiscriminate slaught- 
er. 

RETURN WAS READY. 
With the member for the Slocan as 
seconder, Mr. Tallow moved for a re- 
turn showing in abstract the receipts 
and expenditures of the province for 
the half year ending the 31st of De- 
cember last. He thought, be said, that 
the House should be in possession of 
this information at the earliest possible 
date in order to intelligently discuss the 
ifitness of the government for the trans- 
action of public affairs. In the Public 
Accounts for the fiscal year ending the 
.'10th of June, it was shown that there 
was .a deficiency of nearly .<SOO,W)0— 
•S785.000 to be exact. Comparing the 
accounts with the Finance Minister's 
estimates one found that the estimated 
receipts were $2,1-10,751, and the actual 
receipts $1,807,935, or an over-estimate 
of receipts of $332.S2i;. _Then the actual 
expenditure was $2,537,373, while the 
estimate had only provided for $2,-IS0,- 
135, an tinder-estimate of $57,238. The 
minister in his estimate bad calculated 
upon a shortage of $H3!),4S4, and adding 
to this the error in the estimate fis dis- 
closed in practice, we had .$720,5-18. To

The second reading was also given the 
Attorney-General's bill for the amend- 
ment of the Liquor License Act in tiie 
direction of improved workability, the 
opposition leader offering a suggestion 
that certain unintended disabilities 
against women holding licenses might be 
removed while the bill was before the 
House, and the Attorney-General fall- 
ing in with the suggestion. 
The House then rose for the day. 

ON THE NOTICE PAPER. 
The promise of new legislation, both 
public and private in its origination, 
grows with the days. In addition to 
the bills foreshadowed in the Speech 
from the Throne, and quickly following 
that document in presentation lo the 
House, Mr. Green (Slocan) intimates an 
intention- of moving for the amendment 
of the Coal Mines Regulation Act— by 
re-enactment of the legislation of last 
year which was disallowed; Mr. Haw- 
thorn tlnraitc seeks to introduce a com- 
pulsory standard eight-hour day in coal 
mines by amendment of the Coal Mines 
Regulation Act in this particular, for 
the payment of miners' wages every 
fortnight, and for a fixed tonnage; the 
same member proposes to amend the 
Trades (''.liens' Act, by providing that 
any interference with 

to join unions be declared a breach of 
law; Mr. Neill seeks to amend the 
Came Act by provisions restricting the 
indiscriminate slaughter of deer by In- 



). But the estimate of receipts in 
eluded, it would be remembered a 
sum of $230,000 arrears of taxes to 
be collected, which it was very doubt- 
ful would lie brought to the treasury. 
The total arrears of taxes amounted to 
$522,000, but $150,000 of this was in 
the mortgage tax, and the collector of 
taxes, Mr. McKilligan, had stated in 
his report that he looks upon a large 
part of the balance as doubtful. If to 
this $285,559 be added railway guar- 
untese $57,000, and the interest on the 
overdraft, $-10,0.10, it would make, ac- 
cording lo thi! Finance Minister's own 
figures, a deficiency of $300,000. Last 
year the discrepancy was $1100,000 and 
the member for Vancouver held that it 
was ol" vital importance for the House 
to be made acquainted with the pros- 
pect as shown by the accounts for the 
past half year. 

In reply Hon. Mr. Prentice said that 
he was quite ready to supply the re- 
turn asked for. The present was not 
an appropriate lime, however, for en- 
tering into discussion of the province's 
financial affairs. That would lie dealt 
with later when the budget was pre- 
sented. The Premier had stated at 
Yale that the expenditures for 1002 
would be found to have been well with- 
in the revenue, and this would be found 
to be correct as analysis of the accounts 
would show. As for the loan, he would 
at the proper time be prepared to show 
I hat it hud been placed as advantageous- 
ly as possible, and while il had realized 
somewhat less than had been hoped, 
be very much questioned if any of the 
honorable gentlemen opposite could have 
disposed of it to any better advantage. 
The revenue the House would find bad 
been coining in well. As an example, 
the revenue from timber in the ball' 

year had actually exi ded the whole 

year's estimate; while tile revenue from 
Chinese immigration had also increased 

perceptibly. Other items of revenue 

appeared in a highly satisfactory condi- 
tion, an. I indeed, as at no other time in 
the history of the province it would be 
possible to show no deficit lor the year. 
Passing lo the matt'-i- of tax sales, a 
very appreciable amount had been rea- 
lized, an.l during the present session in 
accoiinl would be submitted providing 
for a belter system of collection, and the 
substitution of compulsory annual sales 
instead of optional sales at unstated in- 
tervals. He would have pleasure in 
complying with th 
the resolution. 

Mr. Tatlmv acknowledged the cour- 
tesy of the Finance Minister, and the 
residutiou thereupon carried, immediately 
after which the Minister of Finance pre- 
sented the return that had been asked 
for, reading as follows:
